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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowed in view of the decision of the BPAI. 

It is noted that the BPAI reversed the examiner stating that Gupta teaches that its 
photoresist stripping process completely removes a photoresist and that the examiner 
fails to show any credible evidence or provide any persuasive explanation to show that 
contaminants remain on a substrate after Gupta's solvent rinse step thereby inviting the 
post rinse treatment recited in the claims. The BPAI found the teaching of the 
documents, which were cited by the examiner to show that chemical and wet treatment 
may be insufficient to remove all contaminants and/or all photoresist, being insufficient 
for the above purpose (page 6 of the Decision). 

The election of species, which was previously made, has been withdrawn and all 
pending claims were examined together. 

Gupta is still considered to be the closest prior art with respect to pending claims. 

No new documents showing credible evidence or providing a persuasive 
explanation that contaminants will remain on a substrate after Gupta's solvent rinse step 
and/or showing that it would be desirable to perform any post-rinse treatment capable of 
removing residual organic matter subsequent to the solvent rinse step of Gupta has 
been found.

Thereby there is no motivation to modify Gupta to introduce any post rinse 
treatment capable of removing residual organic matter from the substrate recited in the 
claims. All pending claims are allowed.
